No honuntead is complete without its shrub­ 
bery. 
You may have only Hic old-rashlortoJ 
lilacs and June roses, but something of the 
sort you must possess, to make the house you 
live In a home. 


Shrubs form a sort ol connecting link be­ 
tween trees ami grass; they soften down (lie 
abrupt transition between tbs limbs a b o v e 
and the so I below. 
They are so various in 
size, form, and general habit of grow th, th a t 
o ic need not fear monotony iii their use. 
In­ 
deed, for grounds of small extent, like most 
city lots, they will answer nearly all the pur­ 
poses of rural decoration. 
In making out a li3t of shrubs, ll is not 
enough to inquire which have the finest flow­ 
ers; for the flowers will last, at the longest, 
only a week or two; while, if the foliage and 
general appearance of the bush ore defective, 
they will be a perpetual dissatisfaction. Give 
us good foliage first, and fine flowers after­ 
ward. 
Nor is it im portant to a^k w hether a shrub 
is of recent introduction. 
The old-fashioned 
sorts, planted in our forefathers’ garden-, 
have beld I heir place from generation lo go i- 
eratittii because of th eir real excellence. Aud 
what pleasant associations hove grow n pp 
around Idem ! 
Our ancestors planted them , 
and made love am ong them , and we their 
Children have decked our locks with gal lands 
woven from them . 
Yes, bold on to Hic old sorts; make them 
the buds of your collection, ned add the now 
oues only as they have been tried and air- 
proved. 
For the benefit of young planters, 
we will to-day mention a few shrubs which 
ought to Aud a place in every garden. 
T he J apan Q uince—This is one of the ear­ 
liest of blossoming shrubs, the flowers ap­ 
pearing in April and early May. 
There arc 
two sorts, the scarlet and the pink. 
Tho first 
is the most brilliant—the flowers when lighted 
up by tho sun fairly resembling coals of fire. 
North of Albany, tho shoots above the snow­ 
line are sometimes frost-bitten, and therefore 
should be bent to the ground or covered with 
evergreen boughs. 
The foliage is remarkably 
good, being dark green, glossy, and persist­ 
ent. 
Double Dw arf A lmond.—Both the new 
and old sorts are very desirable. 
Tho flow­ 
ers are w hite, and several shades of pink and 
red, in form like a large, double daisy, apd 
strung along the branches, making a wreath 
of miniature roses. 
As long as we have a 
garden, tho flowering Almond shall find an 
honored place within it. 


T ub Deutzias.—n e re is a very good family, 
with the only tho slight drawback of being a 
little tender. 
Deutzia «cabra%rising often to 
(Ire or six feet in height, is covered in June 
with a profusion of white blossoms resembling 
orange-flowcra. 
As the branches are quite 
still after the bush has attained its full size, it 
is not easy to bend them to tile ground in win­ 
ter. South of Albany, it seldom needs protec­ 
tion. 
Deutzia g ra cile Is a smaller plant, 
seldom roaching more than two feet high, 
while the branches are flexible, and can be 
easily managed In winter. 
The little trouble 
it requires is amply repaid by the beauty of 
its abundant, 
snow-white blossoms. 
The 
newer Deutzia crtuatu pleuo is a little larger, 
the blossoms being quite double, and often 
tinged with pink. 
It is very desirable. 


T h e F l o w e r in g C u r r a n t . — Who 
h a s n o t 
seen the old yellow-flowering Missouri cur­ 
rant ! 
Well, there are several other varieties 
which surpass it. 
Ilia double and single 
crimson are very lino—the single especially. 


In its season, May, It Is surpassed by l o 
shrub. 
In very cold and bleak situations, it 
needs a little protection, but It deserves It.— 
Gordon's currant, a sort of cross between the 
yellow and the crimson, is hardier than the 
latter, and is a good thing. 
Tile foliage of 
these plants is permanent and pleasing. 
T he UraiQUT H oneysuckles.—1These are 
so styled to distinguish them from the clim b­ 
ing sorts. 
They are j>crfectiy hardy, ami 
grow in any restartable soil. 
There are two, 
lf not three varieties, the flowers varying in 
color between a bright reddish pink and a 
pale blush. 
The leaves open quite early iu 
spring, and hold out fresh ult summer. 
The 
flowers appearing in May are succeeded by 
crimson aud yellow berries, of which the rob­ 
ins are very fond. 
The busli is neat, com­ 
pact, aud may be sheared into any shape to 
please the am ateur's fancy. 
We shall speak of other shrubs at a fuluio 
opportunity. 


C h a n g i n g S e e d . 


I think farmers generally are not aware of 
the benefit derived by frequently changing 
seed. 
Potatoes, oats, wheat, corn, and all 
kinds of grain and vegetables should be 
(thonged every two or three years. 
Some 
Alange every year. 
The ideals this: Those 
f ho live on gravel soil to exchange with 
those who live ou clay or loam,and vice versa. 
Every farmer should select from his own crop 
the best for seed. 
Take your team and wag­ 
on and load In your seed aud drive till you 
Aud some which grew on diflerent soil, and I’, 
will ba a benefit to both to 8wap; or sell yours 
and buy —any way to reach tho desired end. 
My attention was called to this subject rather 
accidentally. 
Some potatoes (Chilies) were 
sold and went to a gravel soil, and being 
there two years after, at the tim e they were 
digging their potatoes, I was struck by the 
large yield and smoothness .of the tubers. 
I 
asked where they got the seed, us I wanted to 
get some, and was informed that it was from 
seed which they got at our place. 
I could 
hardly believe it, for with the bust of care in 
selecting seed, and cult! rating thoroughly,our 
yield was small as compared with his, and 
the tubers were uneven la size, rough and 
scraggry 
For experiment, some were taken 
back to the farm again and planted by the 
side of the old seed, Jam! tho did ere nee was 
noted, the seed brought back producing a 
larger yield and smooth tubers.

This must be a nice article 
for firm ers to bay at about $40 a ton, with 
which to enrich their land and produce largo 
crops. 
This honest [’] manufacturer carries 
on his business at Lisbon, N. H. 
We opine 
that if most of the fertilizers now sold in the 
market were as carefully assayed they would 
show a large proportion of sand and other 
useless material.

I>csi ta b le S h ru b s. 
No homestead is complete without its shrub­ 
bery. You may have only the old-fashioried 
lilacs and June roses, but something of the 
sort you must possess, to make the house you 
live in a home. 
Shrubs form a sort of connecting link be­ 
tween trees and grass; they soften down the 
abrupt transition between tli# limbs above 
and the so 1 below. They are so various in 
size, form, and general habit of growth, that 
one need not fear mouotony In their use. In­ 
deed, for grounds of small extent, like most 
city lots, they will answer nearly all the pur­ 
poses of rural decoration. 
In making out a li3t of shrubs, it is not 
enough to inquire which have the linest Bow­ 
ers; for the flowers will last, at the longest, 
only a week or two; while, if the foliage and 
general appearance of the bush ore defective, 
they will tie a perpetual dissatisfaction. Give 
us good foliage first, and fine flowers after­ 
ward. 
Nor is it important to ask whether a shrub 
is of recent introduction. The old-fashioned 
sorts, planted in our forefathers’ gardens, 
have Weld their place from generation to gen­ 
eration because of their real excellence. And 
what pleasant associations hcve grown ip 
around Uiein ! Our ancestors planted them, 
and made love among them, and we their 
children have decke-J our locks with gailands 
woven from them. 
Yes, hold on to the old sorts; make them 
the basis of your collection, aed add the new 
oues only as they have been tried anil ap­ 
proved. For the benefit of young planters, 
we will to-day mcution a few shrubs which 
ought to find a place in every garden. 
T h e J a pa n Q u in c e— This is one of the ear- 
liost of blossoming shrubs, the flowers ap­ 
pearing in April and early May. There arc 
two sorts, the scarlet and the pink. The first 
is the most brilliant—the flowers when lighted 
up by the sun fairly resembling coals of lire. 
North of Albany, the shoots above the snow­ 
line are sometimes frost-bitten, and therefore 
should be bent to the ground or covered with 
evergreen boughs. The foliage is remarkably 
good, being dark green, glossy, and persist­ 
ent. 
D o u ble D w a r f A lm ond.—Both the new 
and old sorts are very desirable. The flow­ 
ers arc white, and several shades of pink and 
red, in form like a large, double daisy, apd 
strung along the branches, making a wreatli 
or miniature roses. As long as we have a 
garden, the flowering Almond shall find an 
honored place within it. 
T h e D e u t z ia s.— nereis a very good family, 
with the only the slight drawback of being a 
little tender. Deulzia scabra^rising often to 
five or six feet in hpight, is covered in June 
with a profusion of white blossoms resembling 
orange-ilowcrs. As the branches are quite 
still after the bush has attained its full size, it 
is not easy to bend them to the ground in win­ 
ter. South of Albany, it seldom needs protec­ 
tion. Deulzia gracilis is a smaller plant, 
seldom reaching more than two feet high, 
while the branches are flexible, and can be 
easily managed in winter. The little trouble 
it requires is amply repaid by the beauty of 
its abundant, snow-white blossoms. The 
newer Deulzia crenata pleno is a little larger, 
the blossoms being quite double, and often 
tinged witli pink. It is very desirable. 
T h e F l o w er in g Cu rrant.— Who lias not 
seen the old yellow-flowering Missouri cur­ 
rant? Well, there are several other varieties 
which surpass it. The double and single 
crimson are very flue—the siDglo especially. 
In its season, May, it is surpassed by no 
hrub. In very cold and bleak situations, it 
needs a little protection, but it deserves it.— 
Gordon’s currant, a sort of cross between the 
yellow and the crimson, is hardier than the 
latter, and is a good thing. Tiie foliage of 
these plants is permanent and pleasing. 
T h e U pr ig h t H o n ey su c k les.— These are 
so styled to distinguish them from the climb­ 
ing sorts. They are perfectly hardy, and 
grow in auy respectable soil. There are two, 
if not three varieties, the flowers varying in 
color between a bright reddish pink and a 
pale blush. The leaves open quite early iu 
spring, and hold out fresh all summer. The 
flowers appearing in May are succeeded by 
crimson and yellow berries, of which the rob- 
ius are very fond. The bush is neat, com­ 
pact, aud may be sheared into any shape lo 
pleaie the amateur’s fancy. 
We shall speak of other shrubs at a future 
opportunity.

C h a n s ln g Seed. 
I think farmers generally are not aware of 
tlie benefit derived by - frequently changing 
seed. Potatoes, oats, wheat, corn, and all 
kinds of grain and vegetables should be 
Changed every two or three years. Some 
hange every year. The ideáis this: Those 
ho live on gravel soil to exchange with 
those who live ou clay or loam,and vice versa. 
Every farmer should select from his own crop 
the best for seed. Take your team and wag- 
ou and load in your seed and drive till you 
flud some which grew on diflerent soil, and it 
will be a benefit to both to swap; or sell yours 
and buy—any way to reach tlie desired end. 
My attention was called to thi3 subject rather 
accidentally. Some potatoes (Cbilies) were 
sold and went to a gravel soil, and bein 
there two years after, at the time they were 
digging their potatoes, I was struck by the 
largo yield and smoothness ,'of the tubers, 
asked where they got the seed, us I wanted to 
get some, aud was informed that it was from 
seed which they got at our place. I could 
hardly believe it, for with the bQ3t of care in 
selecting seed, and cultivating thoroughly, out 
yield was small as compared with his, and 
tlie tubers were uneven in size, rough and 
scraggry For experiment, some were taken 
back fo the farm again and planted by tlie 
side of the old seed, Jand the ditlerence was 
noted, the seed brought back producing 
larger yield and smooth tubers.

His life was a perpetual 
battle, and in death, we are ashamed to say, 
there were thousands'who jubilantly doubted 
whether he had won a victory.

was Theodore Parker. 
Willi his theological 
opinion we have nothing to do, considering 
them, as we consider all theological opinions 
in the abstract, as matters of the very smallest 
consequence. 
We are not, therefore, called 
upon to commend or to defend them. 
It is 
proper to say, nevertheless, that he guttered 
enough ou their account to make it clear that 
he held them honestly and profoundly. 
Par­ 
ker was perhaps less spiritual (if that word is 
a safe one to use in this connection^, than 
Jonathan Edwards, hut he was as courageous 
and loving as old Savanarola, in whose city he 
died. 
He was a man to be afraid of and 
man to tie to. 
That massive under jaw of Ids 
showed how hard he could bite, while tho** 
cloudless blue eyes of his invited confidence 
and affection. 
He won these from multitudes, 
and never abused the trust.

Editob Fkekuab ;—1The supply bill haring 
passed the House twenty-four days earlier 
than it did last year, members begin to dis­ 
cuss the question of adjournment. Mr. Prince 
said yesterday that the Legislature would 
probably get ready to adjourn about the 1st 
of May, but I think he is in advance of the 
day by nearly two weeks, and am willing to 
chance my prediction against his. 
The sup­ 
ply bill is through the Mouse, bul it isn’t thro’ 
the Senate—and may not be passed by that 
boily until thul new Capitol investigation 
closes. 
This m atter lias received my atten­ 
tion for three sessions, as it has also received 
that of the Legislature, but for some reason 
or other those having charge of the work of 
ferreting out the facts are handling it with 
gloves, as if afraid of hurting somebody. 
Why, I recollect very well tho talk of last 
winter, when the commission in (rower said it 
would not cost above $4,000,000 to complete 
this structure, but they or tiieir friends seem 
to have grown reckless—admitting now that 
the building may cost $20,000,000 ! 11 
Tho 
trouble is that the present commission is 
large, is a double-headed or equally-divided 
political machine, at the bead of which stands 
the Chairman of the Republican State Central 
Committee. 
What is required is one comi»c- 
tent, sober and honest bead, on whom the re­ 
sponsibility would rest, and who should be 
named by the Governor and confirmed by the 
Senate. 
So long as the work goes on under 
this, or any other similar commission, Ute 
money will welt away until enough has beeu 
spent to mould in gold the proposed dome of 
this magnificent skeleton of a building. 
But to return to the question of account­ 


ment sine uk: I he supply bill is not through 
tho Senate, and a long and tedious discussion 
will arise over the various measures of rapid 
transit, as that subject will bo made a special 
order next week probably for Hie week follow* 
tong. 
A metropolitan police bill is here, and I 
doubt not it will produce a severe discussion; 
and these matters, together with various lo­ 
cal bdls, in which members are interested 
deeply, will keep us bere more than three 
weeks, or else I am no prophet. 
The appropriation made for the new Capi­ 
tol is the one great consideration that seems 
to attract the attention of Atbauiaus, who 
want the full benefit of that $1,000,000 at as 
early a day as possible. 
They count on It, 
aud I suppose they will get it—since the work­ 
men seem to spend all they get. 
Albany is 
lucky, and that’s about all that can be smit! of 
the town. 
The amount to the supply bill for Hie new 
Capitol Is $1,500,000, but the Controller can 
borrow but $1,000,000, and why the $500,000 
is left in I know not. 
The question of electing a Superintendent 
of Public Instruction Is sharply discussed, 
and the caucus that was postponed on Wed­ 
nesday eve will be held on Monday night. 
I 
am informed that Mr. Keyes w ill not develop 
the strength that he and his friends may 
chance lo anticipate, and that (he Hee. Sam­ 
uel McKean, Herring and Tenney are Hie first 
men in Hic race. 
The Senate having passed 
the bill giving the Regents Hie power lo name 
a Superintendent of Public Instruction, and 
the House not having passed it, I reckon no 
one can tell what Hie result may lie on this 
educational question. 
There was a sharp and somewhat bitter 
debate on Thursday evening over the bill to 
take Hic power of appointing Canal Superin­ 
tendents out of the hands of the Canal Board 
and confer it iqion Hie Cana) Commissioners. 
So few men really understand canal matters 
that the debate was confined to Alvord, Beebe, 
Alberger, Davis and Weed, with a word from 
Uatcheller. 
Davis (Ind. Dem.)from Washing­ 
ton county favors the bill, as do Alvord and 
Alberger, while Beebe and Weed made it rath­ 
er warm for the friends of the bill, who seemed 
to rely upon Hie position occupied by the 
lamented Senator Hardenbergh on this ques­ 
tion. 
It will be remembered that Senator 
Hardenbergh—Ulster’s best and most pro­ 
found statesman -introduced and succeeded 
iu pushing just such a bill through both 
Houses, bul the Governor vetoed it, and it is 
a singular feature of this subject that Repub­ 
licans should be found relying upon a deceased 
Democrat's |iositiou to uphold aud sustain 
them, now that the clods have fallen on his 
coffin

Our way is to allow sharp criti­ 
cism of all public measures and public men; 
this you see, M. MacMahon, makes them a 
shade more careful how they talk aDd cut up 
at Washington. Over here everybody lives in 
a glare of pitiless publicity. When our rep­ 
resentatives do Well, they are praised for it; 
when they do ill they are lashed with a cat ’o 
nine-tails, every tail of which has a sting in it 
like tbe one in tbe tail of a hoop-snake. 
So 
we keep things balanced. Opposition in tbe 
journals to bad measures is the only safety 
for us, and France, if she is a republic in 
point of fact as in name, cannot afford to dis­ 
pense with this form of correction. 
Not a 
man rises to address the House in our capitol 
but knows lie will be printed, read and re­ 
marked upon; that is, if he happens to say 
anything worth noticing. 
The orators are 
more afraid of the ubiquitous reporters than 
of their fellow-members or of the day of final 
judgment. If our parlez rousing friend3 in 
France are allowed to do the same with llieir 
law-makers there will coine some grains of 
order out Of the chaos of Gallic politics in a 
century or two. But don’t snuff out your own 
candles, good M. le President. 


Plymouth Church apparently proposes to 
be a thorn in the side of the promoters and 
members of the Congregational Council. Not 
conteut with testifying their appreciation of 
Beecher by offering him a six-months’ vaca­ 
tion and proposing to build a new church 
much larger than the present, the members 
go still further, and instead of summoning 
Theodore Tilton before them to be tried, de­ 
liberately drop twenty-six members from their 
rolls without preferring any charges against 
them. Must we have another Council ? Or 
wouldn’t it be more proper to have twenty 
six, oue every fortnight. There would seem 
a necessity to inform Mr. Beecher’s church on 
each case that it is against Congregational­ 
ism, but that it can do nothing about it after 
all. 


Some people wouldn’t make any money if 
thoy were born with a dozen silver spoons in 
their mouths, and set down in a tub of butter 
in tlieir earliest manhood. But others will 
make money anywhere, and if set down 011 
coral reef would find some means of inflating 
the currency. Here’s John Short, who was 
sent to Sing Sing eight years ago, but who 
wasn’t short at all when he left the prison 
John was a distiller by trade, and without get 
ting out a license or even securing the per­ 
mission of the revenue officers, he set up 
still in the prison, and sold the product to his 
colleagues. Where they got the money with 
which to buy is a mystery, but they seem to 
have had plenty, for Short went out of prison 
with the nice little sum of $4,000 made at 
selling liquor never inspected by Uncle Sam 
nor licensed by the commonwealth. Michigan 
has adopted the wise practice of giving her 
prisoners a good chance to start a new life bv 
permitting them to earn some money before 
they leave, but we doubt if even her regard 
for prisoners will ever reach such a pitcli as 
this. 


Cremation. 
The proposition to burn-tbe dead is already 
making rapid progress, and a society is bein 
organized in New York to advance the new 
idea. 
Among those favoring the plan are 
Rev. Mr. Frolhingham, Messrs. Dana, Bergh 
Croly and others of the city, and we also no 
tice I)r. George Lorillardof Rbinebeck among 
the projectors. The chief obstacle that will 
bi found will be the shock given to the feel 
iugs of friends oí the departed, who find some 
relief in the forms and ceremonies, and per 
haps we should say fashions, into which so 
ciety falls. It is from a common feeling to 
strive to do our utmost toward tenderly laying 
away our dead, although we will ourselves 
quite as readily admit that it matters not to 
them. They are inseusible alike to good or 
bad treatment, and wo may utterly neglect 
them without in the least hurting oilier than 
our own feelings. On sanitary grounds ere 
mation is vastly preferable to burial, as the 
death rat# is increased everywhere by diseases 
directly or remotely traceable to the baneful 
influences of graveyards, either acting through 
til# soil upon the water or through the air by 
exhalation from the soil. 
Thus death 
creases its rate in a geometrical progression 
and there seems lo be no way except crema 
tion whereby our dead can be truly put out of 
our sight. 


Timely IVurnliig#. 
We notice among exchanges that the 
strongest and jnost infiuential Republican 
journals, aud perhaps we may as well add the 
most faithful to party discipline in by-gone 
days, whatever may be their intentions as re­ 
gards the future, are speaking some very 
plain “ words of warning” just now.

There is a flower-strewn, tear-marked grave 
in Florence, Italy, ,in which sleeps a typical 
American and one of the manliest of men; a 
man than whom no one ever worked harder 
to do what lie believed to be right, nor sacri­ 
ficed more in the promulgation of views which 
he held to be true. His life was a perpetual 
battle, and in death, we are ashamed to say, 
there were thousands’who jubilantly doubted 
whether he had won a victory. That man 
was Theodore Parker. With his theological 
opinion we have nothing to do, considering 
them, as we consider all theological opinious 
in the abstract, as matters of the very smallest 
consequence. We are not, therefore, called 
upon to coinmend or to defend them. It is 
proper to say, nevertheless, that he suffered 
enough on their account to make it clear that 
he held them honestly and profoundly. Par 
ker was perhaps less spiritual (if that word is 
a safe one to use In this connection), than 
Jonathan Edwards, but he was as courageous 
and loving as old Savanarola, iu whose city he 
died. He was a man to be afraid of and 
man to tie to. That massive under jaw of his 
showed how hard he could bite, while those 
cloudless blue eyes of his invited confidence 
and affection. He won these from multitudes, 
and never abused the trust. 
Mr. Frothingliam’s life of Parker we like 
better than Mr. Weiss’ for reasons it is not 
necessary to particularize here. Tbe work is 
manifestly the result of diligent labor and 
conscientious fairness of temper. It is not a 
plea nor a criticism; it simply shows us the 
man, the greatness of his attainments, the 
depth and range of his scholarship and his 
transparent beauty of character and moral 
worth. And, for no other reason than our 
love of justice, we hope the book will be widely 
read. We will risk drawing upon our devoted 
heads a perfect broadside from the batteries 
of Mr. Parker’s ancient enemies by saying 
that the youth of America were never any the 
worse for his influence and would be the bet­ 
ter for its vital existence to-day. Duriug our 
war few men had more perfectly the revec- 
ence, love and respect of the soldiers of the 
Union, especially of those from his own state. 
When the spirit of Christian or Divino broth­ 
erhood shall have done a little more of the 
good work which to some degree marks our 
era, we have no question the self-immolated 
Unitarian preacher will be catalogued with 
tho accepted saints—which is his right 
Osgood &.

A lbany, April 4, 1874. 
E d ito r F u ef.m an:—The supply bill bavin, 
passed the House twenty-four days earlier 
than it did last year, members begin to dis 
cuss the question of adjournment. Mr. Prince 
said yesterday that the Legislature would 
probably get ready to adjourn about the 1st 
of May, but I think he is in advance of the 
day by nearly two weeks, and am willing to 
chance my prediction against his. The sup 
ply bill is through the House, but it isn’t thro 
the Senate—and may not be passed by that 
body until that new Capitol investigation 
closes. This matter lias received my atten 
tion for three sessions, as it has also received 
that of the Legislature, but for some reason 
or other those having charge of the work of 
ferreting out the facts are handling it with 
gloves, as if afraid of hurling somebody 
Why, I recollect very well the talk of last 
winter, when the commission in power said it 
would not cost above $4,000,000 to complete 
this structure, but they or their friends seem 
to have grown reckless—admitting now that 
the building may cost $20,000,000 ! 1! The 
trouble is that the present commission is 
large, is a double-headed or equally-divided 
political machine, at the head of which stands 
the Chairman of tbe Republican Stato Central 
Committee. What is required is one compe 
tent, sober and honest head, on whom the re 
sponsibility would rest, and who should be 
named by tho Governor and confirmed by the 
Senate. So long as the work goes on under 
this, or any other similar commission, the 
mouey will melt away until enoqgh has been 
spent to monld in gold the proposed dome of 
this magnificent skeleton of a building. 
BuC to return to the question of adjourn 


ment sine die: 7 he supply bill is not through 
tbe Senate, and o long and tedious discussion 
will arise over the various measures of rapid 
transit, as that subject will be made a special 
order next week probably for the week follow­ 
in g . 
A metropolitan police bill is here, and I 
doubt not It will produce a severe discussion; 
and these matters, together with various lo­ 
cal bills, in which members are interested 
deeply, will keep us here more than three 
weeks, or els# I am no prophef. 
The appropriation made for the new Capi­ 
tol U the one great consideration that seems 
to attract tbe attention of Albanians, who 
want the full benefit of that $1,000,000 at as 
early a day as possible. They count on it, 
and I suppose they will get it—since the work­ 
men seem to spend all they get. Albany is 
lucky, and that’s about all that can be said of 
the town. 
The amount in the supply bill for the new 
Capitol Is $1,500,000, but ilie Controller can 
borrow but $1,000,000, aud why the $500,000 
is left in I know not. 
The question or electing a Superintendent 
of Public Instruction is sharply discussed, 
and the caucus that was postponed on Wed­ 
nesday eve will lie held on Monday night. I 
am informed that Mr. Keyes will not develop 
the strength that he and his friends may 
chance to anticipate, and that the Rev. Sam­ 
uel McKean, Herring and Tenney are the first 
men in the race. The Senate hairing passed 
the bill giving the Regents the power to name 
a Superintendent of Public Instruction, and 
the House not having passed it, I reckon no 
one can tell what the result may be on this 
educational question. 
There was a sharp and somewhat biller 
debate on Thursday evening over the bill to 
take the power of appointing Canal Superin­ 
tendents out of the hands of the Canal Board 
and confer it upon the Canal Commissioners. 
So few men really understand canal matters 
that the debate was confined to Alvord, Beebe, 
Alberger, Davis and Weed, with a word from 
Batcheller. Davis (Ind. Dem.)from Washing­ 
ton county favors the bill, as do Alvord and 
Alberger, while Beebe and Weed made it rath­ 
er warm for the friends of the bill, who seemed 
lo rely upon the position occupied by the 
lamented Senator Ilardenbergh on this ques­ 
tion. It will be remembered that Senator 
Ilardenbergh—Ulster’s best and most pro­ 
found statesman—introduced and succeeded 
in pushing just such a bill through both 
Houses, but the Governor vetoed it, and it is 
a singular feature of this subject that Repub­ 
licans should be found relying upon a deceased 
Democrat’s position to uphold and sustain 
them, now that the clods have fallen on his 
coffin. But I suppose it’s all right. 
The contested Senatorial cases seem to be 
on a stand-still, except that the case of You- 
mans vs. Thompson is “ over” until such time 
as the Senate Committee can attend to it— 
during the recess. I reckon Youmans wants 
to go abroad to bunt up that one vote which 
he requires. Pinckney, who contests Hughey 
Moore’s seat, lias trumped up a new allegation 
and asks that it may be incorporated iulo and 
made a part of his petition. He alleges that 
Moore was a deserter from the United States 
army in tbe late war, and therefore is ineligi­ 
ble. Admit it, and that don’t prove that 
Pinckney is entitled to the seat; it don’t prove 
that the people elected the contestant. 
I 
don’t know what is to become of the Abbott- 
Madden case—nothing, probajjly, this session. 
Among other items in the supply bill is one 
allowing the Albany Evening Journal the 
sum of $65,000 for public printing outside of 
its contract with the state. This sum, togeth­ 
er with like amounts allowed this newspaper 
in thepa3t six years, makes a grand total of 
$G69,000. We all know what Mr. Terwilliger 
resigned the clerkship of the Senate, two 
years since: for we all know that lie was found 
to have accepted too many “ 20 per cent.” al­ 
lowances in the matter of public printing 
done by this newspaper. The question now 
is, liow many “ 20 per cent.” ilems are covered 
up iu this enormous sum paid over to the 
Journal, since that time? The fact is that it 
seems to pay for the Journal and Argus to be 
(weak) party papers. The first three (more 
or less) years, the Argus gels a slice off the 
big loaf, and the next lime the Journal linens 
off a piece. This tinug ba.s been going on so 
long tliat both these newspaper establishments 
have waxed fat, and all in authority about 
them—have grown arrogant, self-important 
and weak. Oh ! for a day of Weed and Cas­ 
sidy in their palmy hours. O h! for some 
thing from the sanctums of those journals 
that would remind us that such men as Cro 
well, Comstock, Cassidy ar.d Weed once guid­ 
ed pens that gave these papers a name. To 
what base uses may things come at last.

The uew Rondout Presbyterian Church was 
filled ou Sunday morning with the firei con­ 
course that bad gathered to worship within it.

Those floral

and certainly reflected excellent 
taste on their part. 
From a rail in front of 
the organ loft hung a curtain of blue, on 
which appeared in golden letters tho inscrip­ 
tion—" Let every tiling that has breath praise 
the Lord.” 
After an opening prelude by the organist, 
Henry M. Crane, tho congregation, at a sug­ 
gestion from the preacher, arose and sang to 
tho tune of “ Old H undred” the grand old 
doxology—" Praise God from whom all bless­ 
ings How.” Nothing could have been more 
beautiful cr appropriate, and the large con­ 
gregation sang it with a fervor that made it in­ 
deed a song of praise and thanksgiving. Rev.

Its ventila­ 
tion is justly a source of pride and satisfaction 
to the architect, the builders and th* congre­ 
gation. 
It was fully tested on Sunday, for 
though the building was thoroughly and com­ 
fortably warmed, notwithstanding the large 
audience tho air was as pure as that out ou 
the breezy Catskills. 
The lighting apparatus 
is 
convenient and efficient 
and the ar­ 
rangement of scats such that there can reully 
be said to bo no choico, for there are none 
from winch the preacher and choir canuot be 
seen und beard distinctly. 
We cannot now 
give a minute description of the entire build­ 
ing and Its appurtenances, bul any ono de­ 
sirous of observing what is lo many points a 
model church can satisfy their curiosity by a 
visit to it. 
We fuel impelled iii closing to say a good 
word for the ladies of tho church, who have 
tailored indefatigably for several years past to 
secure funds for furnishing Hi* church und 
chapel. 
They have succeeded lo a very satis 
factory 
extent, 
but 
there 
is 
still 
a 
great deal of work before their commendable 
tusk will be complete. Their taste has been dis­ 
played in the selection of canids, furniture, 
cushions, matting, etc., and to ll the church 
is indebted for as fine un outfit as we wish to 
see. 
From Iii* handsome though modest car­ 
pet lo the elegaut pulpit furniture it is difficult 
lo see where un improvement could be made. 
Tho latter is tho work of Mr. George L. tv ach- 
meyer of this city, modeled after designs by 
the church architect, Mr. Valk, made of black 
walnut, Hie style conforming to that of tho 
geuerul architecture of the building. 
Mr. 
V'alk. Mr. Waehmeyer and the ladies deserve 
great credit for 
their taste, invention aud 
skill in producing this piece of work. 
And now that the congregation are located 
iu their new house of worship we eau only bid 
them God speed, with the hope that they may 
“ thank God aud take courage” and press for­ 
ward to a greater growth and power for good.

To the Daily F reem an:—Will you please 
publish iu your valuable palier the law re­ 
garding the Excise Commissioners, 
what 
their duties are according to law, aud also un 
explanation of the diligent kinds of licenses 
to be procured, and what each ono is con­ 
fined to, and the right according to law of 
cucb Individual holding such license? 
A n I.NqiiRER. 
In answer to the abov* we will give several 
sections from the existing statutes which are 
in force to-day in our state. First, of the pow­ 
ers and duties of the Excise Commissioners, 
passed April lith , 1870: 
“Section Three. 
The 
Commissioners of 
Excise 
shall 
meet 
in 
their 
respective 
cities, 
villages 
aud 
towns 
on 
the 
first Monday in May in each year, and on 
such other days as a majority of the commis­ 
sioners shall appoint, not exceeding once each 
month iu any year, in any town or village, for 
the purpose of granting licenses as provided 
by law. 
In cities they shall meet on the first 
Monday in each month and as often as they 
shall deem necessary. 
All such licenses shall 
expire at the end of one year from the time 
they shall be granted. 
Section Four. Tile Board of Excise in cities, 
towns und villages shall have (lower to grant 
licenses to any Pierson or jiersons of good 
moral character, who shall be approved bg 
them, permitting bim and them to sell and 
dispose of at auy one canted place within 
such city, town or village strong and spiritu­ 
ous liquors, wines, ale and beer in quantities 
less than five gallons at a time, upon receiv­ 
ing a license fee to bo fixed in their discre­ 
tion, and which shall not be less than thirty, 
nor more than one hundred and fifty dollars. 
Such licenses shall only 
be granted on 
written 
application 
to the 
said Board, 
signet] 
by 
the 
applicaut 
or 
applicants, 
specifying the place for which license is asked 
and the name or names of the applicant or 
applicants, aud of every jierson interested or 
to be interested in the business to authorize 
which the license shall be used. 
Persons not 
licensed may keep, and in quantities not less 
than five gallons at a time, sell and dispose 
of, strong and spirituous liquors, wines, alo 
and boer, provided no part thereof shall be 
drank or used in tho building, garden or in­ 
closure communicating with or in any public 
street or place contiguous to the building In 
which the same bs so kept, d isu sed of or 
sold." 


By Section Six of the same act the pro­ 
visions of tho law passed April 16th, 1857, not 
inconsistent with the above are in force. This 
law of 1857 was amended in some of its sec­ 
tions regarding the duties of Sheriff, Con­ 
stables and other officers, requiring them to 
see that the violations of the law were duly 
prosecuted, to which amendments was added 
the following, passed May lith , 1869: 
“ § 4. All the provisions of this act as 
amended shall lie held to apply to the sale of 
a1* or beer, except so much thereof as forbids 
the granting of license to any person except 
to such persons as propose lo keep an inn, 
tavern or hotel; and the Commissioners of 
Excise may in their discretion grant licenses 
for the sale of ule or boer for a sum not less 
than ten dollars to other ttiun those who pro­ 
pose to keep an inn, tavern or hotel, and the 
provisions of this act shall extend to all por­ 
tions of the state, except the metropolitan po­ 
lice district.” 
The act of 1857 provides as follows: 
“ §6. License shall not be granted to any 
person to sell strong and spirituous liquors 
and wines to be drank on the premises of the 
persou licensed, unless such person proposes 
to keep an inn, tavern or botel, nor unless the 
commissioners are satisfied that the applicant 
is of good moral character, that be has suffi­ 
cient ability to keep an ion, tavern or hotel, 
and the neccessary accommodations to enter­ 
tain travelers, and that an inn, tavern or hotel 
(i required for the actual accommodation of 
travelers at the place where such applicant 
resides or proposes to keep the same; all of 
which shall be expressly stated in such license, 
and no such license shall be granted except 
on the petition of not less than twenty re­ 
spectable freeholders of this state residing in 
the election district where suet) inn, tavern or 
botel Is proposed to be kept, by them duly 
signed, and verified by the oath of a subscrib­ 
ing witness, and not then unless in the opin­ 
ion of the commissioners such inn, tavern or 
hotel is necessary or proper; and not more 
than one license shall be granted on the me­ 
morial of the same petitioners or any of them. 
All petitions upon which such licenses shall be 
granted shall be filed with the County Clerk 
within eight days. 
And in case the commis­ 
sioners shall grant any license* contrary to 
the provisions of this act they shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor.” 
“ § ll . In all licenses that may be granted, 
excepting to inn, tavern or hotel keepers, to 
sell strong or spirituous liquors or wines in 
quantities of riot less than five gallons there 
shall tie inserted an express declaration that 
8nch license shall not bo deemed to authorize 
the sale of any strong or spirituous liquor or 
wino to be drank in the house or shop of the 
person receiving such license, or in any out­ 
house, yard or garden appertair'ng thereto 
or connected therewith.” 
By Hie authority of Justice Mason's opinion 
in the case of The People vs. Henry Richard­ 
son, ut tho Ontario Sessions, lately given, 
there is no inconsistency or conflict between 
the provisions of Section Four of the act of 
1870, and those of Section Six of the act of 
1857. 
We interpret the law also that it is not com­ 
pulsory upon tho Excise Commissioners wheth­ 
er they grant licenses, for the law says they 
“ shall have power to grant;” and further, 
that the moral character of the applicant shall 
be good and approved by (hem, and in Hie 
case of licenses for the sale of ule aud beer 
it expressly say* that the granting of such li­ 
censes is within their discretion. 
Should the 
Excise Commissioners be unwilling to ap­ 
prove of the moral character of any appli­ 
cant for license,as they have the right to, cer­ 
tainly no licenses could bo obtained, and 
whether they will grant any licenses In any 
case must be clearly discretionary with thorn. 
From the above statutes we think only li­ 
censes to inns, taverns or hotels can be grant­ 
ed to sell liquor to be drank upon the prem­ 
ises, and any person having a license not 
granted in accordance with the foregoing 
statutes is liable to all the penalties of a per­ 
son soiling intoxicating liquors without any 
license.

with foreign words (in Kingston), it shared 
the sam* fate and was not generally appreci­ 
ated. 
“ Schubert's Serenade" was very beau­ 
tiful, aud its excellent rendering elicited an en­ 
core, to which she sang “ Won't you tell me 
why. R o b i u Probaby the best hit of Hie 
evening was made in her duet with Mr. Rosa 
entitled “ Wbeu ye gaug uwa, Jam ie,” which 
also called forth an encore. 
The acting in 
this piece was exceedingly natural, a thing 
greatly to be desired. 
As this is Mr. U.'sfirst 
appearance as a “ duelist'' we feed proud of 
him aud hope to hear him again at an early 
day. 
Miss Shatter's duet with Mr. Merkle, 
entitled “ The Swallows," was very good.

L aster S erv ices. 
St. John’s Church was densely crowded on 
Sunday morning at the 10:30 service with-a 
vast audience,assembled to celebrate the resur­ 
rection day of the great founder of the Chris­ 
tian Church. The music, which was exception­ 
ally fine, was rendered by a double choir— 
quartette and chorus—and consisted of the 
following pieces: Jesus Lives, O ! Day of Days, 
carol; Easter Anthem, Millard; Gloria iii 
Excehis; Hymn No. 99; Te Deum, Buck-, 
Jubilate, Mossenthal; H ym u99; Gloria Tibi, 
Warren; 
Hymn 426; 
Offertory, 
selected; 
Christ is Risen, Lloyd; Gloria Patri; Sanctum, 
Warren. 
The sermon was upon the text “I know that 
my Redeemer Liveth”—Job XIX, 23. 
The floral decorations of the church were of 
great variety and beauty, no time or expense 
having been spared lo make Hie sanctuary 
glorious. 
At the early service a large congregation, 
for that early hour,gathered to sing the Easter 
carols, say the Easter collects, and congratu­ 
late each other upon the joyful day. 
In the afternoon the children had their re­ 
hearsal scrvice; and in the evening the church 
was densely packed with friends aud relatives 
of tho children to heat their sweet carols and 
eujoy with them their anniversary day. 
Easter in the Catholic Churcli is a festival 
of rejoicing and mirth on account of the tri­ 
umph of Christ over sin and death. 
The 
whole season of Lent is a preparation for the 
great event of the resurrection. 
The Church 
during this time commands all her children to 
confess and receive the body and blood of 
Christ instituted by Him in whose glory lier 
children rejoice. 
Lent is past, with its fasts 
aud gloom; the purplo is removed from the 
altar and crucifix; church bells and organs 
are no longer hushed by the thought of death, 
but each temple resounds with the loud voices 
of all the people, and hallelujahs are sung in 
the churches that 
one 
short 
week 
ago 
looked dreary and dismal,commemorating the 
entry into Jerusalem of Him who in a few 
days would be nailed to a disgraceful cross by 
the very people who cried out “ Hosanna to 
the son of David." The feast of the resurrec­ 
tion was celebrated in St. Mary’s Churcli Sun­ 
day from early morning till late in tho after­ 
noon. 
First mass commenced at 6:30 a. m., 
when large numbers approached Hie altar to 
receive the holy communion. 
This was fol­ 
lowed by three others at the usual hours, the 
last of which was a Missa Cantata. 
An elo­ 
quent sermon on the resurrection was delivered 
at this mass. 
The altar was splendidly deco­ 
rated with flowers and lights by the ladies, 
and over all “ Christ has risen" iu gas jets 
looked magnificent. 
The choir gave Haydn's 
Grand Mass in fine style, as they always do 
on great festivals. 
In the afternoon ves|>ers 
were sung, the Ave Maria and Regina Cadi 
being sweetly rendered. 
The 
Church of tbe Holy Spirit. Easter 
Day, presented a scone of great rejoicing. 
A 
large and appreciative congregation assem­ 
bled to offer up their alms aud oblations to 
the just God who through his only begotten 
Son Jesus Christ had overcome death and op­ 
ened the gates of everlastiug’life. 
This concluded tile long fast of Lent aud 
commemorated the events of the haviours 
resurrection, when Christ overcome death; 
and tho grave was swallowed up in victory. 
This festival takes the precedence of all oth­ 
ers in the church of Christ for its great an­ 
tiquity and excellence. It was anciently called 
the G reat Day—the Feast of Feasts, the 
Queen of Feasts; and always has been cele­ 
brated on the Sunday after the full moon 
which immediately succeeds the twenty-first 
of March. 
Easter Sunday is also called Pas­ 
chal Sabbath, as it occurs a or near the time 
when the Jews celebrate tho Passover in com­ 
memoration of Goil passing over tho homes of 
His “chosen people,” and afterward deliver­ 
ing them out of tbe bouse of bondage and out 
of the hands of the Egyptians. 
The church was beautifully decorated with 
flowers and Easter offerings. 
In the chancel, 
above tho altar, was a gas jet in the form of 
a cross. 
Directly beneath this in illuminated 
letters was “ Christ is Risen." 
The altar wa* 
covered with a beautiful white altar-cloth, will) 
appropriate symbols, aud strewn with tho 
choicest flowers; at either end stood a beau­ 
tiful bouquet of japonicas, camelias and vio­ 
lets; on either side, against the wall, were 
wreaths and crosses of roses. 
Two large 
lilies stood on a small stand on either side of 
the chancel step*. 
The font contained three 
large calla lilies, typical of the Trinity, em­ 
bedded in rare flowers and plant*. 
Mr. Miner presided at the organ with great 
effect. 
The choir sang in a thrilling and 
touching manner the E aster Anthem aud the 
Tv Deurn. 


Tile rector, the Rev. Jam es Byron Murray, 
preached a comprehensive, logical and coac­ 
tive sermon on “ The Resurrection and tile 
Life." 


Hi* peroration was as follows: 
“0 ! day 
of day s! 
O, day highest aud most beautiful 
of feasts of the Church of God I 
0 ! morning 
of light and joy, after the night of sorrow aud 
heaviness! 
OI day, that briugs os hope more 
splendid than the brightness of the morning 
stars! 
0 ! day of the Resurrection; pledge 
and type of that glorious day when not alone 
shall it be said of the personal boJy of our 
Lord, but of all the members of the Church of 
the Redeemed, Christ is risen; when long 
parted friends shall clasp in the deep entrance 
of Eternity; when again we touch the vanish­ 
ed band; again hear the sound of the voice 
that is still; when our hearts shall throb with 
joy unspeakable, as we walk the golden streets 
with our living Lord; when from every kin­ 
dred, tribe and tongue there shall swell the 
universal soug ‘The Lord is Risen,’ and we 
shall stand crowned aud glorified into the im ­ 
age of our risen and ascended Saviour."

was delivered in the sam e forcible manner 
that characterizes all hit sermons. 
Appropriato Easter services were also held 
in St. Peter’s German Catholic Church aud 
tho Lutheran churches, but we have not re­ 
ceived the details.

The New Presbyterian Church, 
The new Rondout Presbyterian Church was 
filled on Sunday morning with the first con­ 
course that had gathered to worship within it. 
It was peculiarly appropriate that this oc­ 
curred on Easter Sunday, although we are not 
aware that it was designedly so arranged. 
The interior {of the new edifice was most at­ 
tractive in appearance, the new carpet, cush­ 
ions and rurniture having been placed in it 
during ihe week previous. 
The platform, 
beside the desk, chairs 
and stand,

tained two stauding baskets, holding beauti­ 
ful flowers and graceful vines that twined 
about them. 
Similar floral ornaments deco­ 
rated tbs desk and communion tabls, thess 
simple, fragrant adornments adding an attrac­ 
tion to the scene in keeping with the occa­ 
sion and the spirit of the day. 
Those floral 
decorations, we believe, were contributed by 
various ladies of the congregation, and were

and certainly reflected excellent 
taste on their part. 
From a rail in front of 
the organ loft hung a curtain of blue, on 
which appeared ill golden letters the inscrip­ 
tion—“ Let every thing that has breath praise 
the Lord.” 
After an opening prelude by the organist, 
Henry M. Crane, tho congregation, at a sug­ 
gestion from the preacher, arose and sang to 
the tune of “ Old H undred” tljo grand old 
doxology—“ Praise God from whom all bless­ 
ings flow.” Nothing could have been more 
beautiful cr appropriate, and the large con­ 
gregation sang it with a fervor that made it in­ 
deed a song of praise and thanksgiving. Rev. 
Mr. Robinson of Lancaster, Pa., occupied the 
platform, and preached a sermon on the sub­ 
ject of Christian advancement, most fitting to 
be the first discourse delivered in this new 
tabernacle. 
The unpleasant weather in the evening 
doubtless prevented as large a turu-out as 
there would otherwise have been, but a fair 
audienco assembled,and the beautiful interior, 
under the glow of the single great chandelier 
that lights it, looked still handsomer than in 
the morning when tho sunlight streamed thro’ 
the gorgeous stained glass windows. 
Our Presbyterian friends are to be congrat­ 
ulated on their entrance into a new, larger 
and more fitting sanctuary, with its attrac­ 
tions and conveniences. 
The church, in many 
respects, is the finest and most perfect in tho 
city. 
Its 
acoustic 
qualities 
ars 
unex­ 
celled ia any church edifice iu which wo 
ever heard preaching or singing. 
Its ventila­ 
tion is justly a source of pride and satisfaction 
to the architect, the builders and the congre­ 
gation. 
It was fully tested on Sunday, for 
though the building was thoroughly and com­ 
fortably warmed, notwithstanding the large 
audience tho air was as pure as that out on 
the breezy Catskills. 
The lighting apparatus 
is 
convenient and efficient 
and the ar­ 
rangement of seats such that there can really 
be said to be no choico, for there are none 
from which the preacher and choir cannot bo 
seeu and heard distinctly. 
We cannot now 
ive a minute description of the enlire build- 
lg and its appurtenances, but any ono de­ 
sirous of observing what is iu many points a 
model church can satisfy their curiosity by a 
visit to it. 
We foel impelled in closing to say a good 
word for the ladies of tho church, who have 
labored indefatigably for several years past to 
secure fuuds for furnishing the church and 
chapel. 
They have succeeded to a very satis 
factory 
extent, 
but 
there 
ia 
still 
a 
reat deal of work before their commendable 
ta3k will be complete. Their taste has been dis­ 
played in the seloction of carpets, furniture, 
cushions, mattiug, etc., and to it the church 
is indebted for as tine an outfit as we wish to 
see. 
From the handsome though modest car­ 
pet to the elegaut pulpit furniture it is difficult 
to see where an improvement could be made. 
The latter is tho work of Mr. George L. Wack- 
meyer of this city, modeled after desigus by 
the church architect, Mr. Valk, made of black 
walnut, the style conforming to that of tho 
euerul architecture of the building. 
Mr. 
Valk, Mr. Wachmeyer and the ladies deserve 
great credit for their taste, invention and 
skill in producing this piece of work. 
And now that the congregation are located 
in their new house of worship wo can only bid 
them God speed, with the hope that they may 
thank God and take courage” and press for­ 
ward to a greater growth and power for good. 


By Section Six of the same act the pro­ 
visions of the law passed April 16th, 1857, not 
inconsistent with the above are in force. This 
law of 1867 was amended in some of its sec­ 
tions regarding the duties of Sheriffs, Con­ 
stables and other officers, requinng them to 
see that the violations of the law were duly 
prosecuted, to which amendments was added 
the following, passed May 11th, 1869: 
“ § 4. All the provisions of this act as 
amended shall be held to apply to the sale of 
ale or beer, excppt so much thereof as forbids 
the granting of license to any person except 
to such persons as propose to keep an inn, 
tavern or hotel; and the Commissioners of 
Excise may in their discretion grant licenses 
for the sale of ale or beer for a sum not less 
than ten dollars to other than those who pro­ 
pose to keep an inn, tavern or hotel, and the 
provisions of this act shall extend to all por­ 
tions of the state, except the metropolitan po­ 
lice district.” 
The act of 1857 provides as follows: 
“ §6. License shall not be granted to any 
person to sell strong and spirituous liquors 
and wines to be drank on the premises of the 
person licensed, unless such person proposes 
to keep an inn, tavern or hotel, nor unless the 
commiasveners are satisfied that the applicant 
is of good moral character, that he has suffi­ 
cient ability to keep an inn, tavern or hotel, 
and the neccessary accommodations to enter­ 
tain travelers, and that an inn, tavern or hotel 
is required for the actual accommodation of 
travelers at the place where such applicant 
resides or proposes to keep the same; all of 
which shall be expressly stated in such license, 
and no such license shall be granted except 
on the petition of not less than twenty re­ 
spectable freeholders of this state residing in 
the election district where sueh inn, tavern or 
hotel is proposed to be kept, by them duly 
signed, and verified by the oath of a subscrib­ 
ing witness, and not then unless in the opin­ 
ion of the commissioners such inn, tavern or 
hotel is necessary or proper; and not more 
than one license shall be granted on the me­ 
morial of the same petitioners or any of them. 
All petitions upon which such licenses shall bo 
granted shall be filed with the County Clerk 
within eight days. 
And in case the commis­ 
sioners shall grant any licenses contrary to 
the provisions of this act they shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor.” 
“ § 11. In all licenses that may be granted, 
excepting to inn, tavern or hotel keepers, to 
sell strong or spirituous liquors or wines in 
quantities of not less than live gallons there 
shall be inserted an express declaration that 
such license shall not bo deemed to authorize 
the sale of any strong or spirituous liquor or 
wine lo be drank in the house or shop of the 
person receiving such license, or in any out­ 
house, yard or garden appcrtairng thereto 
or connected therewith.” 
By the authority of Justice Mason’s opinion 
iu the ca3e of The People vs. Henry Richard­ 
son, at tho Ontario Sessions, lately given, 
there is no inconsistency or conflict between 
the provisions of Section Four of the act of 
1870, and those of Section Six of the act of 
1857. 
We interpret the law also that it is not com 
pulsory upon the Excise Commissioners wheth­ 
er they grant licenses, for the law says they 
“ shall have power to grant;” and furthar, 
that the rporal character of the applicant shall 
be good and approved by them, and in the 
case of licenses for the sale of alo and beer 
it expressly says that the granting of such li­ 
censes is within their discretion. 
Should the 
Excise Commissioners be uuwilling to ap­ 
prove of the moral character of any appli­ 
cant for licensees they have the right to, cer­ 
tainly no licenses could be obtained, and 
whether they will grant any licenses in any 
case must be clearly discretionary with thorn. 
From the above statutes we think only li 
censes to inns, taverns or hotels can be grant­ 
ed to sell liquor to bo drank upon the prem 
ises, and any person having a license not 
grauted in accordance with the foregoing 
statutes is liable to all the penalties of a per­ 
son selling intoxicating liquors without any 
license.

To t h e D aily F reem an :—Will you please 
publish in your valuable paper the law re­ 
garding the Excise Commissioners, what 
their duties are according to law, and also an 
explanation of the different kinds of licenses 
to be procured, and what eacli ono is con­ 
fined to, and the right according to law of 
each individual holding such license? 
A n I nquirer. 
In answer to the above we will give several 
sections from the existing statutes which are 
in force to-day in our state. First, of the pow­ 
ers and duties of the Excise Commissioners, 
passed April 11th, 1870: 
“Section Three. 
The 
Commissioners of 
Excise 
shall 
meet in 
their 
respective 
cities, 
villages 
and 
towns 
on 
the 
first Monday in May in each year, and on 
such other days as a majority of the commis­ 
sioners shall appoint, not exceeding once each 
month iu any year, in any town or village, for 
the purpose of granting licenses as provided 
by law. 
In cities they shall meet on the first 
Monday in each month and as often as they 
shall deem necessary. 
All such licenses shall 
expire at the end of one year from the time 
they shall be granted. 
Section Four. The Board of Excise in cities, 
towns and villages shall have power to grant 
licenses to any person or persons o f good 
moral character, who shall ke approved by 
them, permitting him and them to sell and 
dispose of at any one earned place within 
such city, town or village strong and spiritu­ 
ous liquors, wines, ale and beer in quantities 
less than five gallons at a time, upon receiv­ 
ing a license fee to bo fixed in their discre­ 
tion, and which shall not be less than thirty, 
nor more than ono hundred and fifty dollars. 
Such licenses shall only 
be granted on 
written 
application 
to the 
said Board, 
signed 
by the applicant 
or. applicants, 
specifying the place for which license is asked 
and the name or names of the applicant or 
applicants, and of every person interested or 
to be interested in the business to authorize 
which the license shall be used. 
Persons not 
licensed may keep, and in quantities not less 
than live gallons at a time, sell and dispose 
of, strong and spirituous liquors, wines, alo 
and beer, provided no part thereof shall be 
drank or used in tho building, garden or in- 
cloSure communicating with or in any public 
street or place contiguous to the bnilding in 
which the same be so kept, disposed of or 
sold.”

It is needless to say that Miss Shaffer is 
a success, and without exception one of the 
finest ballad singers that has ever visited 
this city. 
Possessed of a clear, flexible aud 
mellow voice, a.very distinct enunciation and 
an appreciative sense of light and shade, wa 
are safe in saying that her abilities promise 
bright and prosperous future. 
Tho Italian 
song was specially pleasing, but like all music 
with foreign words (in Kingston), it shared 
the sam* fate and was not generally appreci 
ated. 
“ Schubert’s Serenade” was very beau 
tiful,and its excellent rendering elicited an en 
core, to which she sang “ Won’t you tell me 
why. Robin ?” 
Probaby the best hit of the 
evening was made in her duet with Mr. Rosa 
entitled “ When ye gang awa, Jamie,” which 
also called forth an encare. 
The act'm_ 
this piece was exceedingly natural, a thin 
greatly to be desired.' As this is Mr. R .’sfirst 
appearance as a “ duetist” we feel ,proud ol 
him and hope to hear him again at an early 
day. 
Miss Shaffer’s duet with Mr. Mericle, 
entitled “ The Swallows,” was very good.. Mr 
Mericle also sang a solo, which was well re 
ceived, but we have heard him when we liked 
him bettsr. 
Tho announcement that Rev. Mr. Mickle 
would sing a solo was, no doubt, an incen 
tive for many to attend the concert. 
The au 
dience seemed very much pleased with his 
“Sword of Bunker Hill,” and the Slave Song, 
which was sung as an encore. 
We would not 
fail to notice the duet entitled “ What are the 
wild wave3 saying?” so Jadmirably sung by 
Mrs. 
Rosa and Miss Rider, which elicited 
hearty applause. 
Of the chortses we cannot speak in detail 
We liked the “Temperance Anthem” as well 
as any; perhaps on account of our prejudice 
in favor of the cause. 
A pleasing featura 
this piece was the air of “Greenville,” sung 
by an alto obligato—supported by the Sopra 
ne, Tenor and Base. 
What often makes chor­ 
us singing a failure is the lack o f strength 
Especially is this apt to ba the case when an 
attem pt is made to sing a very loud, heavy 
and difficult one—sueh as “Israel’s sous with 
one accord”—with a few voices on each part 
It is then what is called iu common parlance 
“ thin 
We regret to learn that the pecuniary bene 
fit to the church from this concert will neces 
sarily be small; but we congratulate Mr. 
Ricker on tho success that has crowned his 
persistent efforts and the great sacrifice of 
time and patience he has so willingly and 
gratuitously made for this object. 
May his 
shadow never grow less. 


V I C I N I T Y . 


E a s te r S e rv ic e s. 
St. John’s Church was densely crowded on 
Sunday morning at the 10:30 service with-a 
vast audience, assembled to celebrate the resur­ 
rection day of the great founder of the Chris­ 
tian Church. The music,which was exception­ 
ally fine, was rendered by a double choir— 
quartette and chorus—and consisted of the 
following pieces: Jesus Lives, O ! Day of Days, 
carol; Easter Anthem, Millard; Gloria in 
Excelsis; Hymn No. 99; Te Deurn, Buck; 
Jubilate, Mossenthal; Hymn 99; Gloria Tibi, 
W arren; Hymn 426; 
Oflertory, 
selected; 
Christ is Risen, Lloyd; Gloria Patri; Sanctus, 
W arren. 
The sermon was upon the text “I know that 
my Redeemer Liveth”—Job XIX, 25. 
The floral decorations of the church were of 
great variety and beauty, no time or expense 
having been spared lo make the sanctuary 
glorious. 
At the early service a large congregation, 
for that early hour, gathered to sing the Easter 
carols, say the Easter collects, and congratu­ 
late each other upon the joyful day. 
In the afternoon the children had their re­ 
hearsal service, and in the evening the church 
was densely packed with friends aud relatives 
of the children to heat- their sweet carols and 
enjoy with them their anniversary day. 
Easter in the Catholic Church is a festival 
of rejoicing and mirth on account of the tri­ 
umph of Christ over sin and death. 
Tho 
whole season of Lent is a preparation for the 
great event of the resurrection. 
The Church 
during this time commands all her children to 
confess and receive the body and blood of 
Christ instituted by Him iu whose glory her 
children rejoice. 
Lent is past, with its fasts 
and gloom; the purple is removed from the 
altar and crucifix; churcli bells and organs 
are no longer hushed by the thought of death, 
but each temple resounds with the loiul voices 
of all the people, and hallelujahs are sung in 
the churches that one short 
week 
ago 
looked dreary and dismal,commemorating the 
entry into Jerusalem of Him who in a few 
days would be nailed to a disgraceful cross by 
the very people who cried out “ Hosanna to 
the son of David." The feast of the resurrec­ 
tion was celebrated in St. Mary’s Church Sun- 
y from early morning till late iu the after­ 
noon. 
First mass commenced at 6:30 a. m., 
when large numbers approached the altar to 
receive the holy communion. 
This was fol­ 
lowed by three others at the usual hours, the 
last of which was a Miss a Cantata. 
An elo­ 
quent sermon on the resurrection was delivered 
at this mass. 
The altar wa3 splendidly deco­ 
rated with flowers and lights by the ladies, 
and over all “ Christ has risen” iu gas jets 
looked magnificent. 
The choir gave Haydn’s 
Grand Mass in fine style, as they always do 
on great festivals. 
In the afternoon vespers 
were sung, the Ave Maria and Regina Coeli 
being sweetly rendered. 
The 
Church of the Holy Spirit, Easter 
Day, presented a scone of great rejoicing. 
A 
large and appreciative congregation assem 
bled to offer up their alms and oblations to 
theju3t God who through his only begotten 
Son Jesus Christ had overcome death and op­ 
ened the gates of eYerlasliug'lile. 
This concluded the long fast of Lent and 
commemorated the event3 of the Saviour's 
resurrection, when Christ overcome death; 
and tho grave was swallowed up in victory. 
This festival takes the precedence of all oth­ 
ers iu the church of Christ for its great an 
tiquity and sxcellence. It was anciently called 
the Great Day—the Feast of Feasts, the 
Queen of Feasts; and always ha3 been cele­ 
brated on the Sunday after the full moon 
which immediately succeeds the twenty-first 
of March. 
Easter Sunday is also called Pas­ 
chal Sabbath, as it occurs a' or near the time 
when the Jaws celebrate tho Passover in com 
memoration of God passing over tho homes of 
His “chosen people,” and afterward deliver­ 
ing them out of the house of bondage and out 
of the hands of the Egyptians. 
The church was beautifully decorated with 
flowers and Easter offerings. 
In the chancel, 
above the altar, was a gas jet in the form of 
a cross. 
Directly beneath this in illuminated 
letters wa3 “ Christ is Risen.” The altar was 
covered with a beautiful white altar-cloth, with 
appropriate symbols, and strewn with tho 
choicest flowers; at either end stood a beau­ 
tiful bouquet of japónicas, camelias and vio 
lets; on either side, against the wall, were 
wreaths and crosses of roses. 
Two large 
lilies stood on a small stand on either side of 
the chancel steps. 
The font contained three 
large calla lilies, typical of the Trinity, em­ 
bedded iu rare fiowers and plants. 
Mr. Miner presided at the organ with great 
eflect. The choir sang in a thrilling and 
touching manner the Easter Anthem and the 
Te Deum. 
The rector, tho Rev. James Byron Murray, 
preached a comprehensive, logical and effec­ 
tive sermon on “ The Resurrection and the 
Life.” 
His peroration wa3 as follows: 
“0 ! day 
of days! 
O, day highest and most beautiful 
of feasts of the Church of G od! 
0 ! morning 
of light and joy, after the night of sorrow and 
heaviness! 
O ! day, that briugs us hope more 
splendid than the brightness of the mornin 
stars! 
O! day of the Resurrection; pledge 
and type of that glorious day when not alone 
shall it be said of the personal body of our 
Lord, but of all the members of the Church of 
the Redeemed, Christ is risen; when Ion 
parted friends shall clasp in the deep entrance 
of Eternity; when again we touch the vanish­ 
ed hand; again hear the sound of the voice 
that is still; when our hearts shall throb with 
joy unsptakable, as we walk the golden streets 
with our living Lord; when from every kin 
dred, tribe and tongue there shall swell the 
nniversal song ‘The Lord is Risen,’ and we 
shall stand crowned and glorified into the im ­ 
age of our risen and ascended Saviour.” 
It' 
was delivered in the same forcible manner 
that characterizes all his sermons. 
Appropriato.Easter services were also held 
in St. Peter’s German Catholic Church and 
the Lutheran churches, but we bavc not re­ 
ceived the details.
